Men in United States Berviee,” ventures Lo
presont auch a table like o batiery in the
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YOUNG DLDOD,

It wo deduct the number of congressmen
and 20 per cent of the men in other govern-
ment ploces, who are estimated to he above
85 and under 21 years of age, we have an
aggregnte of 161,996 young men whoso ages
range from 21 to 35. Of these 37.364 are
soldiers, enlisted sallors, naval and revenue
marines, and have the monthly pay of thely
enlistment, vorying from §$12 to $100, the
latter being the amount that the highest
"general service clerk™ receives; Not reck-
oning the number of offlelals who have each
n yearly salary below §800 and above $2,400,
wo estimatea 110,000 young men who aro re-
ecelving from $50 to $160 per maonth, and who
aro according to tho verdict of publie opinion
holdlng good  puew They have gonoer-
ally a falr socinl stntus. They are recelyved
In the community und honored ns represen-
tatives of a great and good government.
The majority of the places which they hold
are fitled by olvil service examinations or by
promotions from grade to grade as® vacan-
cles ovccnr from death, resignation or re-
moval. We rejolee at these sanguine state-
ments, The government that we love needs
Young men who are self-respecting, honest,
capnble. Lot such be found and encournigod
to entor the serviee of Columbla! Why not?
Objeoting crities, and I fear some of them
ara not free from envy with perliaps o grain
of mallee admixed, ery out with a slight
shrug of the shoulders, “Soft places!” “Soft
things!" “Too many warkera!” “Too much
salary for the business!" They go on often
to aflirm that not one-third of the numerous
publle functionarles earn the money which
thoy recolve, How full of such bitterness
soma  hearts are!  Porhaps overwork in
nowspaper staff chalrs nas made thesge crities
dyspeptic,

You may he sure that the following fs the
true genoral proposition, to-wit: The United
Btates employe, Including Mo soldler and tho
sallor, dovs well varn his salary,

They contomplate the
wrongs they endure or think they ondure,
and met oxcited untll the wrath biecones
madness, They are then rendy o strike
at those who (as they think) have an un-
dug adveantage from the present system.
They scem to be revengeful, The trouble
I8 that they have no knowledge and wisdom
which might ennble them to offor a hetter
aystem in place of the present, Honee they
are called destructive.

“The persons who aro properly ealled an-
archists belong to the second class. They
throw dynamite. 1t {8 thelr nim to terrors
I soclety. They are morally Insane,
Surcly this must be so,

YA man s insane when he proslalms an
object, and then deliberately goes to work
to prevent the accomplishment of It. The
destructive anarchist would tell you, when
he is calin and able to reason, that he wishes
to better his conditlon, and then he will go
and fling dynamite and got his head eut off.
He doliberately faces this eatastrophe.  Ha
may think he Ils bettering his condition hy
dyingz, But n wholly rational man would
coneclulde that he could attain his end more
comfortably by ehloroforming himsell,

“The reasonable mon who thinks the ors
ganlzation of saclety unlust shonld he
reagoned with. But the man who Is besldas
himaelf sghould be placed where he can not
fling explosives ahout,

ANARCHISTS IN AMERICA,

"There have beon and are anorchists of
hoth elasses in thls country. The first class
birlieve tn agitation. They would convinens
all men that the prosent system Is so de-
feetive and partial to & few that 1L onght
to be changed and made to eonserve the Ins
terests of ull. They do not propose to use
foul means. They will stapd with all good
eitizons for law and order,

“The violent, ernnky anarchists iare fow
comparatively among us. Some of them
have been driven out of other countries,

Some of them have suffered peculiar huard-
ships In this country, Some of them ure of
unsonnd mind on every subject, and, when
interested {n politieal mattera, reveal thelr
erankiness in new ways,

“While we understand that our present
systom s a growth and has come to us
after the mental and physical toil of generi-
tions, yet we must concede that It is not
perfoct, and keep it open for revision and
improvement. It cortainly does anable gome
men to hecome too rleh and forees many
men to become too poor, for its own health
and atability.

“Our plain duty is to modify It =0 that the
‘grontost good to the greatost number’ may
he achleved. This surely lns always been
the prinelple underlylng all our inegtitu-
tlonda and our attachment to them. This
world and thls land do not exist for the
minority. Wao have doclded that both shall
be used at least for tho benefit of the
mujorlty, untll wo ean find and employ the
mossurcs which will cause them to be used
tor all, and for all alike and equally,

trhis does not menn a dead level of con-
dition. That cannot ho ohtained for generi-
tlons to come. So long as men differ In
themeelves they will difter in condition, But
there surely ean be n better dlvislon of the
frults of labor, so that every one may hnve
what he {s capable of using wikely and ahlo
to enjoy In view of his special susceptibility

of enjoyment,”’
